Dulcie sews a sampler; illus. by 
Decie Merwin.

Four more whimsical stories about 
mischief-loving Dulcie, who stayed in- 
doors and sewed her sampler diligently 
until she came to the letter Q, picked 
lovely flowers for Granny Cooper’s 
May basket, was almost late for Aunt 
Sarah’s wedding and fell asleep in the 
grandfather clock while playing Hide 
and Seek at a party. A small square 
book with delicately colored, lively 
drawings on every page.

Beim, L. L. (Mrs Jerrold Beim) & 


Beim, Jerrold. Two is a team; illus. 
by Ernest Crichlow. Harcourt $1.75 


Just the same age, and just the same 
size, white Paul and Negro Ted play 
together happily every day until they 
disagree on the best way to make a 
coaster and, as a result, run into 
trouble. Full-page pictures, many in 
vivid colors, and a brief story show 
how the boys, working as a team, make 
a fine strong wagon and earn enough 
money to pay for the damage done 
earlier. A square book, with decorated 
end papers. 


Bothwell, Jean. Little boat boy; a 


story of Kashmir; illus. by Margaret 
Ayer. Harcourt $2 


On a mat-boat in picturesque Kash- 
mir lives eight-year-old Hafiz with his 
own small boats to amuse him, while 
his parents and the older children work 
hard to eke out an existence. When 
an English Sahib rents the family 
houseboat, it means that debts can be 
paid and that Hafiz can have a fine 
new pair of shoes and, best of all, go 
to school. An attractive story about 
a foreign land, simply told in large 
type. Decorated end papers and pen 
and ink drawings, echoing the atmos- 
phere of the text. 


Bromhall, Winifred. Belinda’s new 
shoes; illus. by the author. Knopf 
$1.50 


Every day on her long walk to 
school, little Belinda stops to admire 
the beautiful red shoes in a shop win- 
dow and wishes they were hers. How, 
when she is chosen to lead the Spring 
Festival dances, dear understanding 
Grandmother, taking all the pennies 
she has saved, buys the prized red 
shoes and how Belinda almost wears 
them out before May Day is told in 
this inviting oblong book. Drawings 
touched with brown and green. 


Bronson, W. S. Turtles; illus. by the 
author. Harcourt $1.75 


Interesting facts about different kinds 
of American turtles, related with scien- 
tific accuracy by an artist-naturalist 
whose pen and ink drawings on every 
page are a perfect and often humorous 
complement to the text, printed in 
24-point type. Decorated title page and 
end papers. 


Brown, M. W. The little fisherman; 
illus. by Dahlov Ipcar. Scott $1.50 


Boldly vivid four-color paintings, 
each with a line or two of text, telling 
the deliciously amusing story of the 
great big fisherman and the little 
fisherman who sailed their boats on the 
very big ocean. For seven days the 
big fisherman, in his big boat with big 
nets, caught big fish and the little 
fisherman, in his little boat with little 
nets, caught tiny little fish. When they 
got home, the big fisherman told his 
children a very little fish story and the 
little fisherman told his children a 
Great Big Fish Story. A square book, 
with decorated end papers. 


Burton, Earl, & Burton, L. A. M. The 
exciting adventures of Waldo; illus. 
by Helen Stone. (Whittlesey House 
pub.) McGraw-Hill $2 


The last decoy duck to be carved one 
season, funny little wooden Waldo, be- 
cause of his crooked bill, is thrown 
away in the water and has one exciting 
adventure after another. How, after 
being pelted with stones, caught by a 
sea gull and entangled in a fishing net, 
he finally finds a home with snub-nosed, 
curly-haired Kit, is related in the 
sympathetic, imaginative little tale of 
Waldo’s search for a friend. Lively 
pictures in color amplify the text. 


Chalmers, Audrey. Poppadilly; illus. 


Cohn, Norma. 


by the author. Viking $1 


Sick and tired of being so small and 
frightened of everything, Timmie Whis- 
kit, the mouse, gives his beautiful red 
cape and jacket and his shiny red boots 
to the mischievous, vain young elf, 
Poppadilly, in exchange for some 
magic pumpkin seeds which turn him 
into a huge “hippopotamouse.” The 
gay, whimsical story sees Timmie only 
too glad to be restored to his natural 


size and Poppadilly, under Great- 
Grandmother Willowpilly’s tutelage, 
trying “to mend his manners.” Deco- 


rated end papers and amusing black 
and white drawings, touched with vivid 
green. 


Little people in a big 
country; pictures by the children in 
Soviet Russia. Oxford $1.50 


Just like children everywhere, those 
living in Soviet Russia enjoy playing 
games, listening to the radio and draw- 
ig and painting. In order that the 
little people in America can see what 
their Russian country is like and how 
they live, the children of Uzbekistan 
made original paintings which are ex- 
cellently reproduced in this small 
square book. Satisfying, brief explana- 
tory text opposite each picture. Col- 
ored end papers.

The little red engine gets a name; 
illus. by Lewitt-Him. Transatlantic

Running on a small branch line, the 
Little Red Engine has no name at all 
and how he envies the great main line 
“ Pride o’ the North” and “ Beauty of 
the South,” with their chance to see 
new, exciting things! The engaging 
tale describes how the Little Red En- 
gine, when both the big engines are 
blocked by snow, carries the King to 
London town, thus proudly winning the 
name “Royal Red.” An oblong book, 
with full-page drawings, many of them 
in color. 


Dennis, Morgan. Burlap; illus. by the 
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author. Viking $1 


It is love at first sight when, on a 
summer’s visit to his Grandma’s farm, 
small Dick meets the indolent hound 
dog, Burlap. Soft, natural sepia draw- 
ings on each page of this oblong picture 
book and the few lines of text tell how 
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Burlap, who according to Grandma, is 
getting “uselesser and uselesser,” trees 
a circus bear, earns a fifty dollar re- 
ward and tickets for the big show, and, 
best of all, goes back to the city with 
Dick as his very own dog. 


Duvoisin, R. A. The Christmas whale; 


illus. by the author. Knopf $1 


When all Santa’s reindeer fall ill 
eight days before Christmas, Santa 
fears that for the first time in 500 
years the children will not receive their 
toys. Of all his North Pole animal 
friends, none can think of a way to 
help him till the clever Cod suggests 
the Kindly Whale. What a success- 
ful journey Santa makes on the whale’s 
back is amusingly made clear in this 
gay picture book with drawings in 
black and red, many of them double- 
page. 


Farjeon, Eleanor. A prayer for little 


things; illus. by Elizabeth Orton 
Jones. (Nursery bks) Houghton 
85c 


From the downy little fledglings 
perched precariously on a twig, the 
small foals that totter on their feet to 
the children who kneel at night to pray, 
the 12 full-page illustrations in color 
have the same appealing tenderness as 
the simple verses of the lovely little 
prayer which they accompany. Deco- 
rated end papers and title page. 


Gall, Mrs A. C. & Crew, F. H. Splasher; 


illus. by Else Bostelmann. Oxford 
$2 

Splasher, an adventurous young musk- 
rat, eager to learn about trails and 
shelters, goes on excursions by himself 
till one day a dreadful flood comes and 
sweeps him and friendly Old Muskrat 
down the river. How Splasher finds 
another young muskrat to play and ex- 
plore with makes an entertaining nature 
story. The illustrations, some full- 
page, others as chapter heads, are an 
integral part of the text. 


Hamilton, Elizabeth. The P-zoo; illus. 


by Peter Hurd. Coward-McCann 
$1 

Mr Brahmaputra Jones has a very 
special zoo, in which he allows no 
animal whose name does not begin with 
P. Even the flowers planted around 
the houses are pussy-willows and pole- 





beans and the food includes such items 
as poke-berries, pot roast and pepper- 
mint sticks. Needless to say, when a 
boy and an elephant want to live in the 
zoo, they can not enter until they re- 
member that the boy is a Person and 
the elephant a Pachyderm. The amus- 
ing little tale is profusely illustrated 
with clear blue pictures and is hand- 
lettered by Flavia Gag. Decorated end 
papers and title page. 


Haywood, Carolyn. Betsy and the 


boys; illus. by the author. Har-

When Billy starts playing football 
with the four Wilson boys, his fast 
friendship with Betsy, his playmate 
ever since first grade, is seriously 
threatened. But, as one of the pleasing, 
natural episodes discloses, nice Mr Kil- 
patrick, the policeman near _ school, 
enables Betsy to give Billy the “ just- 
for-instance” present he and the ball 
team have been craving, while the 
children’s attempts to make pancakes 
and sell Surething Flea Soap have 
amusing results. Black and white 
drawings illustrate this fourth “ Betsy ” 
book. 


Johnson, M. S. & Johnson, H. L. 


Dixie Dobie; a Sable Island pony; 
illus. by the authors. Harcourt $2 


On bare and stormy Sable Island, a 
beautiful wild pony,~ Dixie, plays in 
freedom until, captured and placed 
aboard a steamer bound for Nova 
Scotia, she is washed ashore in a storm, 
makes a companion of a good-natured 
ox and follows him home to Mr Dobie’s 
farm. Though sturdy, mischievous 
Dixie Dobie is trained, she is not con- 
quered until friendship is extended to 
her by her new owners, kind Doctor 
Bradford and his young son. Black 
and white frontispiece and other fine 
drawings complement this attractive 
story. 


Kingman, Lee. Ilenka; illus. by Arnold 


Edwin Bare. Houghton $2 


Because Ilenka doesn’t know what 
shetis going to be w she grows up, 
she is unhappy though she lives in a 
warm, wooden Russian house with her 
tall, strong father, her plump mother 
and four lively brothers. Striking 
colored drawings, many full-page, and 
the brief text tell how, after deciding 
that “more than anything else in the 





world” she wants to be, first the cap- 
tain of a canal boat, then a farmer and 
then a ballet dancer, Ilenka sensibly 
concludes: “I’m just going to be me 
and grow .up and see what I am.” A 
quarto with colored end papers. 


Lathrop, D. P. The 
monkey; illus. by the author. 
millan $1.75 


Alone in the house while the family 
is away, all the creatures are well- 
behaved except mischievous Jasmine, 
the monkey. Working free from her 
cage, she opens the catch on the par- 
rot’s door, frightens the goldfish, steals 
Ming Mu’s puppy and plays havoc 
generally. Dorothy Lathrop’s finely 
executed drawings of a real “ skittle- 
skattle monkey” vivify the lively pro- 
ceedings. 


MacDonald, Golden. Little lost lamb; 
illus. by Leonard Weisgard. Double- 
day $2 

What happens when the only little 
black lamb in the flock goes frisking 
off by himself up in the mountains 
away from his mother and the shep- 
herd boy is related with tender affec- 
tion in this modern version of the old 
Bible story. Distinguished in format, 
with splendid full-page pictures, some 
in brilliant colors, others in shades of 
mauve. Decorated end papers and title 
page.

Briefly tracing the growth of fire 
departments in America from Colonial 
times to the present, the striking litho- 
graphs in this oblong picture book .and 
the running narrative effectively ex- 
plain how a typical, modern city fire- 
house is operated. A vivid account of 
putting out an apartment house fire is 
also given. Colored end papers carry 
oo of fire engines from 1743 to 
1945. 


Petersham, Mrs M. F. & Petersham,

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Miska. The rooster crows; a book 
of American rhymes and jingles;

Jolly, colored pictures, full of lively 
detail, are a zestful accompaniment to 
this selection of familiar nursery 
rhymes and the jingles that go with 
finger games, rope skipping, counting- 
out and so on.

During the Ukrainian harvest, Varya, 
a little slow-poke, falls asleep one day 
in the shelter of the wheat and wakens 
to find her parents gone. Lost’ and 
frightened, all she can tell the good- 
hearted people is that her mother is 
“the most beautiful. woman in the 
world.” Finally, when Varya’s mother, 
a big, homely, toothless woman, comes 
puffing up, the villagers smile as they 
recall the old Russian proverb, “We 
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do not love people because they are 
beautiful, but they seem beautiful to us 
because we love them!”

Now 
each night he hurries to bed to say 
hello to his friends on his “sleepy 
quilt.”

An excellent story of a boy’s devo- 
tion to Justin Morgan, “a little work 
horse that cleared the fields and helped 
Vermont grow up” in the early 1800's. 
Young Joel, apprenticed to the miller, 
has no money to buy the frisky little 
colt but he watches him grow tough 
and strong, proud and free of spirit, 
until, bought by a stranger, Justin Mor- 
gan disappears. How, when the horse 
is old and rheumaticky, Joel finds him 
again and, by his care, makes him as 
spry as a grasshopper and the pride of 
all Vermont is affectionately told in 
text and in delightful sepia drawings.
